There could not have been a prettier day 
forthe election than this. From the time 
the polis opened the sky was blue, the sun 
genialandtheair still. It was just the kind 
of weather to be pleasant to the 
man without an overcoat, andthe managers 
of both parties rejoiced as they came out of 
their houses in the early morning and got 
into their buggies tor the day’s work. 

The early morning vote was heavier than 
usual. Business men voted before they went 
down town, and so did many thousand me- 
chanics. But the vote that will elect 
the candidates is just being cast 
this afternoon, That is the 
vote ofthe workcingmen, which always pours 
in in the last three hours of the election.

The Judge seemed to bave made a mistake. 
He said he thought the man whose name was 
being voted was dead. 
**You’re doing your duty,“ said the Re- 
corder. ‘‘If you think a man is dead, don’t 
let any body vote on his name till you make 
sure. 


There were loud complaints of repeating 
brought to the Recorder’s office at an early 
hour. George Keithley, a mechanic, who 
said he lived at 1206 Blair avenue, came to 
the office, saying that his name had been 
voted by a repeater before he got to 
the polis. The recorder could give him no 
redress, of course. Many voters came down 
to complain that they were disfranchised by 
mistake. One of these was James Hermann, 
astove molder, of 1119 North Eleventh. His 
name was onthe books from the wrong ad- 
Gress, and he couldn’t vote. 

R. V. Pearce, a Simon pure Democrat, re- 
siding at No. 25 O'Fallon street, was an 
anxious inquirer at the Recorder’s office, en- 
deavoring to ascertain why he was denied 

rivilege of voting. Eighteen months 
ago Mr. Pearce registerea from 215 Florida 
avenue, but recently moving to his present 
0, he being the only resident 
of the biock he undertook to have 
his registration transferred but finding no 
record of it, registered again. When he at- 
tempted to vate to-day at cinct No. Mof 
the Fourth Ward, No. 621 Biddle street, his 
vote was mot taken, as his name was not 
found in the registration book.

Atthe lower end of the ward the liing 
laces were absolutely deserted, the full 
orce of judges and clerks turning in to count 
the returns. Owing to the promiscuous 
scratching the work was progressing siowly. 
Chauncey I. Filley cast his vote at 
10 o’clock in the pollin place 
ut 210 North Leffingwell avenue, but those of 
his Republican neighbors who had performed 
a like service had scratched Ziegenbein and 
Emil Thomas unmercifully. Daniel Hatton, 
the groceryman, was making a good race 
for ncilman all over the ward and was 
— remembered by his Republican neigh- 

rs. 

The morning passed of with un 
usual uletness in the Twenty - 
second ard, By noontime one-third 
the vote bad been polled in nearly every 

recinct. A great deal of scratching was be- 
ng done in favor of Prof. Charles H. Stone, 
the Republican candidate for the House of 
Delegates, and Zeigenhein was getting more 
than a usual share of Diack marks. 

Trouble began early in the Twenty-fourth 
Ward, the banner ward of the 
Democracy. At the polling place 
on Twenty.eighth and Cass avenue 
the Socialist Labor party judse and clerk 
were not on hand whenthe pollopened and 
their places were re, filled. When they 
showed up they insisted on serving and were 
ejected with force. They called on Recorder 
Carlisle and he sent Deputy Anderson out to 
fix the matter up, but Anderson could make 
no impression on the Twenty-fourth Ward 
judges and clerks. The labor men were 
closed out. 

A heavy vote was polled through the ward. 
McCaffrey, Tom Ward and Pat Clark ruling 
as favorites. Tom Ward, who lives in the 
ward and had made a hand to hand canvass 
of his bailiwick, was polling over half the 
Republican vote with the full Democratic 
strength. 

THE GENERAL SITUATION. 

No man’s judgment is worth anything at 
this time in the day, not even on 
the size of the vote to be cast. 
Recorder Carlisle thinks that the 
vote will not go over 70,000 out of the 92,000 
registered votes, butthere are so many can- 
didates in the field for the House of Dele- 
gates from each ward that this calculation 
may easily be frustrated. In the western 
wards Bannerman, Walbridge and Ziegen- 
hein are being scratched heavily, and 
there is little A. P. A. influence 
Manifest, O’Brien and Haley running 
ahead of their tickets. In the north and 
south the A. F. A. vote is lost inthe Repub- 
Mican vote. In the Republican wards 
of. the South End, the Fifth, 
Seventh, Ninth and Eleventh, it 
isevident that Ziegenhein is trading Wal 
bridge and he and Bannerman have been 
runnipg ahead of their tickets. In the Re- 
ubdlican wa oft no . the 

Right { is trading is not 
plain, and the atght puDlican ticket 
being voted. Tt is tie same way 
for the Democrats in the Fourteenth 
and Twenty-fourth. The Fourteenth Ward 
is polling an enormous vote and Banner- 
man is likely to get 1,200 majority there. 
Charies Nagel is running ahead of his 
ticket everywhere except in the 
stanch Democratic wards, and PF. J. Car- 
mody bids fair to lead the Democratic Coun- 
cllticket. He is getting the saloon vote, 
both Republican and Democratic. 

Early this morning a report was spread 
through the southern part of the city that 
John Sculiin, the street railroad magnate, 
had passed the word among his men that be 
wanted McCaffrey scratched for Ziegenhbein 
Ward for Nagel, Frye for Ferris an 
Rohan for Vallat. The story traveled 
in every direction and was particularly an- 
noying to McCaffery’s friends, who were 
workin like Trojans at all the polling 
places. Ziegenhein’s supporters in the Ninth 
and Eleventh Wards, where he is strongest, 
threw up their hats and even cheered. 

President John Scuilin of the Union Depot 
lines was seen and denied that he had told 
his men to scratch McCaffery. He said: ur. 
McCaffery is a particular friend of mine and 
I shall do all I can to assist in electing him, 
and any man who votes against him is nota 
friend of mine. Ihave authorized no one to 
instruct any man to scratch McOaffery.’’ 

Mr. Scullin was, however, scratching Ward 
and Rohan on the Council ticket, but was 
voting solid for McCaffery. 

The reports concerning Scullin’s orders 
created a sensation, as he has no less than 
1,500 voters employed in his rallroad inter- 
ests and the Wiggins Ferry Co. 

THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 

The Democrats have much the best of it in 
the House of Delegates contests. Alder - 
man Jim Cronin will beat Die- 
terle in the First Ward; Towrsend 
will win in the Twentieth, O’Brien in the 
Fourteen, Grimleyin the Third and Kint. 
neary in the Nineteenth. The fight in the 
Tenth between Cosgrove and Henning isa 
close one and soisthatinthe Sixteenth be- 
tween Albright and McGroarty.

1842, be was admitted tm the practice of law 
y Judge Ezra Hunt of Bowling Green, Mo.

a success, wever, 
his first year’s practice: de had secured a 
Tucrative business. 

Mr. Broadhead became prominent in poli- 
tics and in 1849 was chosen a Whig member 
of the Legislarure ftom Pike County, defeat- 
ing a prominent Democrat. In 1850 he was 
chosen to represent his district in the 
State Senate. In his public life he has been 
aggressive. He always took a frm stand on 
one side or the other, and never dodged an 
issue. In 1859, when the trouble between 
the North and the South was Drewing, 
he came back.to St. Louis and engaged in the 
practice of law with F. C. Sharpe. He has 
continued in legal practice ever since except 
when engaged in public service. 

He was one of the leaders in the organiza- 
tion of the Union mento defeat the Confed- 
erate symathizers in their effort to take Mis-

Dor- 
sey of Maryland in 1849. His family consists 
of one son, Chas. S. Broadhead, who studied 
law under his father, and two daughters, 
Misses Mary W. and Nannie D. Broadhead.

GALLATIN, Tenn,, April 4.—The. news of a 
most diabolical and revolting crime at Alex- 
ander reached here late last night, which has 
aroused the people of the community to a 
frenzy of excitement and indigestion. George 
and John Evans wenttothe home of Jerry 
Shelton, who lives in a seciuded place, 
and at the point of a pistol 
forcedihim to leave home. Bath of them as- 
saulted his 17-year-old wife. 

Shelton gave the alarm and when a crowd 
of citizehs had collected and returned with 
Shelton to the scene of the crime the scoun- 
dreis had fied, and the news spread rapidly 
from house to house, and the entire com- 
munity was soon on the hunt. It is hardly 
possible that the men will be taken alive, as 
they are desperate and are heavily armed for 
a stubborm resistance. They are now ina 
Gense forest near by, and when encountered 
there will be a bloody Tight. ' 

The woman isin such a plight that she can 
not give an account of the horrible affair. 
Her reason is dethroned and she talks wildly 
and hysterically of her frighttul expe- 
riefice. This has added to the already 
inflamed condition of the community, and 
made it certain that the Evans brothers if 
captured alive will be given swift and sure 
death atzthe stake or at the end ofa rope.

DR. BUCHANAN’S TRIAL. 


TESTIMONY GIVEN IN NEW YORK’S SECOND 
“GREAT WIFE-POISONING CASE. 


New YORK, April 4.—At the trial for wife 
poisoning of Dr. Robert W. Buchanan before 
Recorder Smythe yesterday Ida D. Brockway 
gave testim ony tothe effect that she was at 
267 West Eleventh street April 22, the date 
when Mrs. Buchanan was taken sick; that 
she met Dr. Buchanan as she 
entered the house and was informed by him 


that his wife was sick and asked if she could 
tell him where to procure a nurse. She 
recommended a Mrs. Childs and brought her 
down. On entering the back parlor with 
Mrs. Ohilds the witnéss saw Buchanan ad- 
ministering medicine to his wife. He gave 
her a second spoonful and. after instructing 
the nurse in her duties, left the housa Mrs, 
Buchanan was awake and rational at first, 
but fell asleep in ten minutes and became 
unconscious. 

The witness testified that although the 
doctor ordered her to give Mrs. Buahanan 
medicine every hour, she disobeyed bim. 

Dr. I. Evans, the physician of Mrs. Buchan- 
an’s father during his last illness, testified 
that death was caused by gangrene. - 

It is thought it will take two weeks’ time to 
get through with the trial of Buchanan. The 
prisoner has attracted much attention from 
the crowd who throngthe court room. He is 
a small, slight man apparently about 35 
years ofage. He is a Scotchman and received 
his education and his diplomas abroad. He 
is silent when approached by anybody but 
his counsel, and Lawyer Chas. W. Brooke’s 
clients never talk much after he has taken 
up their cases. It is not Known whether 
Buchanan will go onthe stand or whether, 
like Harris, he will be kept back. That de- 
pends on future considerations. 

The two most striking characteristics about 
Buchanan are his eyes and his hands. He 
wears heavily glazed gold-rimmed glasses. 
His eyebrows are emphatically arched and 
there 13 always a peculiar look about his face, 
especially when he involuntarily raises his 
eyegiasses in searching the court. 

His hands are almost emaciated, and the 
fingers are long and bony. 

For the rest, he has thin, light brown hair, 
with a suspicion of a pompadour roll over his 
high, pallid forehead. He has thin lips, a 
small mouth and an undecided chin. A few 
sparse light hairs on his upper lip answer for 
a mustache, 

He is more than an ordinarily intelligent- 
looking man, and has a wonderful control 
over bimself. The veinsin his throat swell 
and he swallows as he confronts the witness, 
—— there are no signs off emotion beyond 
that. 

He takes occasional notes. Once ina while 
he whispers some suggestion to his counsel. 
He dresses neatly in Diack. His linen is im- 
maculate, The only sign of luxury about him 
is a fashionable new pair of patent leather 
shoes. 

Inthe Tombs he is as quiet as in the court, 
and rarely ever speaks to any ofthe other 
prisoners about him. He receives no one but 
his lawyers and an occasional old associate.

A stranger sauntering along Olive street 
yesterday would have thought that st.

In honor ofthe event the building was deco- 
rated on a scale of magnificence never;before 
attempted by any establishment.

DEDICATING THE TEMPLE. 


The Mormon Headquart>rs to Be Formally 
Opened on Thursday. 


SALT LAKE, Utah, April 4.—The semi-annual 
conference of the Mormon Church began 
to-day. The dedicatory ceremonies of the 
temple begin April s and runonto April 18, 
inclusive, Sundays and all, a siege of thir- 
teen day. The programme is to admit about 
2,150 dally, that being the seating capacity of 
the main room ofthe temple. 

The First Presidency has issued a public 
notice of this, the notice designating the 
**stakes’’ or divisions of Mormondom from 
where the saints will be admitted from day 
toaay. Thus on April 6, after noon, it is an- 
nounced that 25 doe admitted from the 
Alberta stake, British Columbia; 
Snowflake, Ariz.; 20 from St. John’s, Ariz. ; 
22 from Maricopa, Ariz.; 35 from Bannock, 
Idaho; % from San Juan, Utah; 175 from Cas- 
sia, Idaho; 22; from St. George, Utah; 200 
from Panguitch, Utah; 20 from Emery, 
Utah; 100 from Parowan, Utah; 180 from 
Beaver, Utah; 178 from Uintah, Utah; 375 
from Malad, kaaho, and the Sait Lake City 
choir, 50; a total of 2,146. 

All these places are applied for and admis- 
sion will be strictly on tickets supplied onthe 
recommendation ofthe bishops of the stakes, 
stating thatthe applicantisin good stand- 
ing, has paid all histithing accounts, etc.

This kind of talk should puta careful 
Governor on his guard. Any such power 
im the hands of an Excise Commissioner 
would make the control of that officer 
worth an incalculable sum to the noble 
congregation of politicaland corporation 
bosses, who work the city government for 
the franchises and the boodle that can be 
got out of it. 

Stone permits any such gang to 
use the licensing power as a means of con- 
trolling our municipal franchise mill 
through the saloon and brewery vote, he 
willsoon find that they are handling a 
boomerang and bringing him into dis- 
credit without any compensatory benefit 
to his party. 


MAKE THEM DO THE FAIR THING. 


The defeat of the Bell Telepone bill gives 
the city at least a respite from an evil fate. 
The newly elected Council can now begin 
at the beginning, compel the company to 
put the wires under ground and exact terms 
just both to the Bell people and the city. 

The first consideration, and the most 
important, is that of public revenue. The 
telephone company is granted monopoly 
privileges by the city, and sheltered from 
competition. Their investment is abso- 
lutely safe, and must be very remunera- 
tive. Thereisno good reason, however, 
why a company performing a public ser- 
vice should expect anything more 
from the public than one engaged 
in a private enterprise. The profit 
in excess of that prevailing in pri- 
vate business is a values  belong- 
ing to the people. It is due to the 
presence of population and grows with 
the growth of the city. It isin no wisea 
return to capital or labor, but measures 
the people’s interest in the business, 
Hence it should be reserved as public rev- 
enue instead of being given away to pri- 
vate corporations or individuals. A close 
study should be made of the various means 
by which this result can be accomplished, 
and the one best adapted to the purpose 
should be selected. 


question of price for the use of telephones. 
Under the ordinance which passed the 
Council and which was smothered in the 
House of Delegates, no limit was put upon 
the price. The Council believed that the

Fortunately 
the clews are valuable and afford a basis 
for a prompt capture of the suspected men. 
Their careers as garroters will probably be 
nipped in the bud. 


JUDGE Ricks adheres to his original de- 
cision, laying down the broad principle 
that as a corporation can act only through 
its officers, agents and servants the manda- 
tory order against the company applies 
with equal force against all the employes. 
This is the first step in a mode of legal in- 
terpretation intended to tie the ‘‘man’’ to 
the service of the master. In other 
words it is a revival and modernized form 
of the old doctrine that a laboring man was 
tied to the soil and could not be dissociated 
therefrom. 


Tue decision of Judge Ricks does noth- 
ing more than open the case of the rail- 
roads and theiremployes. Itstarts the 
ball of the labor problem rolling in a new 
direction and it is impossible to foresee 
where it will end. The chances are that 
the battle will only begin when the courts 
get through interpreting the present law. 
The final appeal will be made to the people 
and it would be well for the corporations 
to use any new powers the courts may give 
them with wise discretion.

WINTER WHEAT. 


Iilinois Facts Reported tothe State Board 
of Agriculture. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., April 4.—The Illinois 
State Board of Agriculture has condensed the 
following factsastothe area and condition 
of winter wheatin this State from returns 
made to that office by correspondents April 1. 
The dry weather at seeding time resulted ina 
decrease in the area seeded, as compared 
with the crop harvested in 1892 of a little over 


25 per cent. 

n the northern division of the State 22 per 
cent of the area is reported winter killed, in 
the central division 82 per cent, and in South - 
ern Hiinols 18 per cent, or an average for 

the State of 22 per cent. 

Wheat has scarcely commenced to grow in 
some localities, so it is difiicdit to form 
a correct estimate of its condition, but its 
present appearance indicates about 78 per 
cent ofan average condition at this season. 
The April wheat condition in the northern 
division is 77 per cent of a seasonabie aver 

age, 63 per cent in central and 80 per cent in 
southern Illinois.

For some reason or 
other the police failed to see matters in the 
same light, and March 28 they visited the 
saloon in the absence of the proprietor 
and arrested a man named Faber 
who was employed by Kulage as 
barkeeper. The case was heard in the Sec- 
ond District Police Court, where as Faber 
proved he was not the proprietor he escaped 
with a $50 fine. From the Mayor the brewery 
people secured astay of execution on this 
fine for twenty days, 

The same day that Faber was fined the sa- 
loon was running in full blast with Kulage 
behind the bar. He had seen the genial 
Collector and had been assured that 
it was all right.’’ . the alternoon 
Omeer Conway strolled took sundry 
drinks at the expense of the house, saw sev- 
eral customers pay for their drinks, then 
hauled the proprietor off to the station ‘where 
a charge of selling liquor without a license 
was placed against him.
